4.3 — Principal  Use  of  Lot:  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Ordinance,  only  one  principal 
use  together  with  its  accessory  uses  shall  be  permitted  on  a  lot.

ARTICLE  XLX:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $333.00 
to  help  support  Headrest,  Inc.,  the  24-hour,  year-round  crisis  intervention,  information  and 
referral,  and  emergency  housing  center  in  return  for  services  to  be  rendered  in  1979."  (By 
Petition) 

ARTICLE  XX:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  second  stage  to  explore  ways  of  securing 
FHA  and/or  N.H.  Housing  Authority  funding  for  housing  for  the  elderly  in  Plainfield.  The 
survey  for  needs  of  housing  for  the  elderly  was  completed  last  year  (1978).  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  three-member  committee  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  said  committee  to  report  by 
the  next  annual  town  meeting."  (By  Petition) 

ARTICLE  XXI:  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  respect  to  the  following:  We 
hereby  ask  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  declare  that  the  last  Saturday  in  the  month  of  April  be 
the  official  Annual  Clean-Up  Day  for  the  Town  of  Plainfield.  By  so  delegating  an  official  day 
for  an  annual  clean-up,  we  hope  that  the  Plainfield  residents  will  rally  together  to  annually 
clean  up  our  streets  and  roads  and  will  make  a  conscientious  effort  to  keep  our  town  clean  and 
litter-free  year  round.  (By  Petition) 

ARTICLE  XXII:  To  take  any  other  action  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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Selectmens'  Report 


The  Selectmen  recorded  a  very  busy  year  in  1978  with  personnel  changes,  concern  over 
escalating  property  taxes,  litigation  against  the  Town  and  the  general  increased  paperwork 
and  complexity  in  town  affairs.  T.  Paul  Amidon  was  welcomed  onto  the  board  replacing 
Stephen  H.  Taylor  who  retired  after  progressively  serving  the  town  for  some  12  years. 

GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 

For  the  past  couple  of  years,  the  town  in  its  ability  to  raise  revenue  has  been  caught  in  a 
squeeze  between  a  high  inflation  rate  and  a  stagnant  taxable  base.  The  combined  town  and 
school  budgets  and  special  appropriations  increased  9V2%  in  1978  over  the  previous  years 
figures.  Most  of  the  increase  included  such  items  as  cost  of  living  increases  in  the  payrolls, 
fuel  increases  and  steel  price  hikes.  At  the  same  time  improvements  in  real  estate  in  1978 
increased  Plainfield's  gross  tax  base  nearly  $500,000  but  the  net  gain  in  the  grand  list  was  less 
than  $80,000,  primarily  due  to  increased  Current  Use  and  elderly  exemptions. 

The  following  figures  show  how  the  various  exemptions  reduce  the  grand  list  and 
consequently  raise  the  tax  rate:

The  town  is  currently  undergoing  reappraisal  which  began  in  the  fall  of  1978  and  should 
be  finished  by  early  summer  of  this  year.  With  the  average  of  the  town's  assessments  having 
fallen  to  only  49%  of  the  true  market  value,  the  selectmen  feel  this  reappraisal  should  iron  out 
the  different  inequities  in  value  between  land  parcels  and  buildings.  Citizens  are  welcomed  to 
examine  their  tax  cards  when  the  reappraisal  is  completed  this  summer. 

The  Selectmen  have  met  several  times  with  William  McNamara  this  past  year  to  discuss 
expanding  the  River  Cemetery.  The  McNamaras  have  generously  offered  a  parcel  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  cemetery  that  will  essentially  double  its  size.  Surveying  of  the  parcel  and  final 
arrangements  and  paperwork  will  be  pursued  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Selectmen  are  still  looking  into  the  possibility  of  obtaining  land  to  add  to  the 
Plainfield  cemetery. 

The  newly  formed  Plainfield  Historical  Society  has  offered  to  perform  the  valuable 
service  of  mapping  the  town's  15  cemeteries.  With  these  maps  the  Selectmen  will  be  able  to 
know  exactly  where  existing  lots  and  lanes  are  and  the  area  and  number  of  lots  remaining  in 
each  cemetery,  information  heretofor  not  readily  available. 

PROTECTION  OF  PERSONS  &  PROPERTY 

The  board  was  disappointed  in  the  departure  of  Terrance  Kelley  as  Police  Chief  in  1978. 
Terry,  who  ably  eased  the  Town  from  the  constable  system  into  a  full  time  police  system,  was 
replaced  for  a  short  term  by  Nathan  Carey  and  presently  by  Orville  "Bud"  Fitch  II.  Bud  plans 
on  carrying  on  an  active  Police  Dept.  in  the  year  to  come. 

1978  saw  many  hours  of  the  Selectmen's  time  devoted  to  legal  counsel  and  court  visits  in 
the  resolution  of  several  cases  against  the  Town.  In  the  LandVest  vs  Plainfield  case,  the  N.H. 
Supreme  Court  decreed  that  the  costs  of  upgrading  the  Class  V  roads  leading  up  to  the 
development  had  to  be  shared  between  the  developer  and  the  Town  according  to  the  benefits 
and  burdens  attributable  to  each  party.  Accordingly,  the  Town  and  Land  Vest  Properties,  Inc. 
have  agreed  to  equally  share  the  expense  of  improving  the  Class  V  roads  to  specified 
standards  up  to  a  total  amount  of  $30,000.  The  Selectmen  feel  the  roads  can  be  improved  for 
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this  amount  and  are  prepared  to  allocate  some  of  the  highway  improvement  funds  from  the 
State  for  this  purpose.  Land  Vest  Properties,  Inc.  has  to  also  finance  and  do  all  the  work  at 
improving  the  Class  VI  road  within  the  Sub-division.  This  case  was  a  landmark  case  for 
municipal  planning  in  N.H.,  and  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  will  use  the  knowledge 
gained  through  the  proceedings  in  future  sub -divisions. 

In  the  Wilder  vs  Plainfield  case  after  much  deliberation,  a  settlement  is  in  sight  and  will 
hopefully  be  concluded  before  Town  Meeting.  The  related  case  of  Slayton  vs  Plainfield,  is  still 
pending. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Selectmen  were  sorry  to  see  Tom  Bircher  leave  as  Road  Agent  this  past  July.  Tom's 
conscientious  approach  to  all  highway  duties  will  be  missed.  Clayton  Hutchins  was  appointed 
in  September  as  the  Town's  new  Road  Agent.  The  highway  crew  had  a  busy  year  in  1978 
where,  besides  the  regular  maintenance  work,  several  road  improvement  jobs  were  completed 
using  highway  funds  from  the  State.  The  Brook  Road  had  shimming  material  added  on  its 
shoulders;  another  section  of  Old  County  Road  was  made  safer,  and  several  steep  grades 
received  a  layer  of  shoulder  stone  to  help  "hold"  them  during  spring  runoffs.  Also,  portions 
of  Kenneth  Moore's  sand  pit,  which  the  town  had  used  for  winter  sand,  and  the  old  gravel 
bank  behind  the  Town  Sheds  were  graded  to  improve  their  appearance.  The  department 
received  delivery  in  May  of  the  new  4-wheel  drive  pickup  with  plow  that  replaced  the  1972 
model. 

HEALTH  &  WELFARE  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Town  continues  to  be  committed  to  helping  those  who  are  "shut  in"  or  are 
temporarily  in  need  of  various  types  of  assistance.  This  past  year  many  residents  were  served 
by  Windsor  and  Lebanon  Meals  on  Wheels  programs,  the  Lebanon  Visiting  Nurse  Service,  the 
Well  Child  Clinic  and  the  Plainfield  Free  Bed  Fund. 

The  need  for  local  welfare  assistance  in  1978  remained  relatively  low,  partially  due  to  the 
placement  of  liens  on  real  property  of  any  recipient  and  partially  due  to  the  low  unemployment 
in  the  area. 

AS  WE  LOOK  AHEAD 

Hopefully,  the  erosion  of  the  Town's  tax  base  should  slow  as  a  majority  of  those  parcels  of 
land  eligible  for  Current  Use  and  as  the  majority  of  senior  citizens  eligible  for  elderly  exemp- 
tions are  already  signed  up. 

While  the  town  plans  to  continue  disposing  of  its  solid  waste  for  the  near  future  at  the 
Lebanon  Landfill,  the  Selectmen  hope  to  pursue  with  surrounding  towns  a  different  method  of 
solid  waste  disposal  to  be  ready  for  when  the  Landfill  reaches  capacity  or  is  closed  by  new 
E.P.A.  regulations. 

The  Board  is  presently  reviewing  a  report  of  the  inspection  of  town  bridges  by  the  State. 
The  Selectmen  will  be  preparing  a  schedule  of  major  bridge  repairs  and  replacements  in 
several  cases.  Work  on  a  number  of  bridges  is  overdue,  and  it  would  be  a  good  investment 
now  to  prevent  further  deterioration. 

The  Selectmen  thank  the  many  individuals  who  gave  their  time  in  conducting  town  affairs 
in  1978.  It  is  their  efforts  that  truely  make  it  local  government.

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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 

The  Finance  Committee  met  with  the  Selectmen  periodically  to  review  the  course  of 
approved  appropriations  vs.  expenditures  by-the-quarter  and  to  discuss  specific  fiscal  policies 
and  practices.  As  of  December  31,  1978,  expenses  were  well -contained  within  appropriations. 

The  1979  proposed  budget,  despite  cost  increases  in  a  few  areas  and  unchanged  levels  of 
revenues,  comes  to  less  than  one  percent  above  the  1978  budget;  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Departments  have  demonstrated  a  commendable  level  of  fiscal  responsibility. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  stress  the  point  that  since  town  fiscal  policies  generally 
do  not  allow  for  the  accumulation  of  reserves  for  long-term  preventive  maintenance  (as 
against  repairs)  nor  for  replacement  of  tangible  capital  assets — buildings,  machinery, 
equipment,  vehicles,  utilities,  etc., — these  expenditures  must  come  specifically  as  warrant 
items — as  if  out  of  the  blue.  It  should  be  possible  to  establish  a  long-range  preventive 
maintenance  and  replacement  schedule  for  these  capital  assets,  with  priorities  optimized 
perhaps  semi-annually,  so  that  the  overall  picture  can  be  grasped  by  interested  citizens  long 
before  town  warrants  are  published  and  so  that  advantage  may  be  taken  of  timely  trade-offs  as 
costs  escalate  with  inflation. 

The  Finance  Committee  met  with  the  School  Board  at  the  latter' s  invitation  on  September 
25  and  December  18,  1978  to  review  the  Plainfield  School  District  budget.  On  the  latter  date, 
Mr.  Richard  Lalley  (Supervisory  Union  #32)  discussed  the  1979  budget,  by  line-item  and 
answered  pertinent  questions.  Subsequently  the  respective  chairmen  conferred  briefly  to 
clarify  the  resolution  of  any  items  under  further  reveiw.  There  were  none  of  consequence.  It  is 
encouraging  that  this  budget  as  presented  is  only  3.8%  above  the  1978  level.  However,  our 
recommendation  concerning  longrange  maintenance  and  replacement  stated  above  might  also 
be  applied  to  school  assets  in  their  own  right. 

The  Finance  Committee  suggests  that  its  own  members,  the  Selectmen  and  other 
interested  persons  would  benefit  considerably  from  a  clearer  understanding  of  school  finances 
generally— state  goals,  equalization  formulas,  plan  development,  revenue  systems,  federal 
aid,  and  comparative  statistics  among  districts  and  states.  Such  information  could  be  made 
available  through  the  Superintendent's  office.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  members  of  the  Planning  Board  met  19  times  in  1978  with  our  12  regular  meetings  on 
the  third  Monday  of  each  month  and  7  special  meetings  throughout  the  year.  At  these 
meetings,  the  Board  conducted  a  total  of  3  preliminary  hearings  for  major  subdivisions,  3  final 
hearings  for  major  subdivisions,  15  hearings  for  minor  subdivisions  and  one  public  hearing  for 
review  of  proposed  subdivision  changes.  In  addition,  one  of  our  regular  meetings  was 
specially  scheduled  and  advertised  to  receive  petitions  for  Zoning  and  Building  Code  changes, 
in  compliance  with  New  Hampshire  statutes.  Throughout  the  year,  3  major  subdivisions  and 
14  minor  subdivisions  were  approved.  These  subdivisions  produced  a  combined  total  of  27 
new  lots  in  the  town  of  Plainfield.  Two  petitions  for  changes  to  the  Zoning  were  duly  received 
and  will  appear  on  the  ballot  as  petitioned.  The  Board  also  made  recommendations  on  matters 
before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  in  1 1  cases. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  for  members  of  the  Board  was  the  final  adoption  of 
several  changes  in  the  subdivision  regulations  on  October  11.  This  was  the  culmination  of 
many  months  of  work  in  which  the  entire  Subdivision  booklet  was  reviewed.  The  adoption  of 
these  amendments  was  followed  by  a  new  printing  of  the  Regulations  in  an  attractive,  and  we 
hope,  easier  to  read  format. 
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Meetings  between  all  the  interested  parties  resulted  in  a  final  agreement  between  the 
Town  of  Plainfield  and  Land  Vest,  Inc.  in  the  case  of  a  proposed  major  subdivision  on  Black 
Hill  and  Porter  Roads. 

This  fall  several  of  the  Board  members  attended  a  number  of  lectures  in  a  6  part 
"Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series"  hosted  by  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  and  held 
in  Lebanon. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Board  has  called  on  a  number  of  people  for  advice.  Among 
these,  we  would  particularly  like  to  thank  past  Road  Agent,  Tom  Bircher,  and  his  successor, 
Clayton  Hutchins,  for  their  help.  We  are  pleased  to  say  that  Mary  Cassedy  and  Bob  Sodemann 
are  now  serving  as  Plainfield' s  representatives  in  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council. 
We  would  also  like  to  thank  Paul  Franklin  for  his  service  as  ex-officio  member  in  1977.  This 
year  we  welcomed  Paul  Amidon,  a  "veteran"  Planning  Board  member  in  his  place,  and  we 
look  forward  to  his  continued  service.

Police  Department 


1978  was  a  year  of  turnover  for  the  Plainfield  Police  Department  and  it  was  an  honor  to  be 
appointed  as  your  police  chief  in  November.  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  in  Plainfield  for  the 
warm  reception  I  have  received.  Arriving  in  November  I  found  an  effective,  well  staffed,  well 
organized  police  department. 

A  review  of  local  and  state  records  revealed  that  Plainfield 's  crime  rate  is  comparable  to 
that  of  similar  sized  towns.  However,  accident  records  show  a  dangerous  increase  in  the 
number  of  reported  accidents.  The  records  also  show  that  approximately  50%  of  all  accidents 
in  Plainfield  were  caused  by  excessive  speed.  In  the  coming  year  your  police  department 
hopes  to  make  your  highways  safer.  A  grant  project  which  will  provide  for  financial  assistance 
from  the  state  and  federal  highway  safety  agencies  has  been  submitted  and  has  received 
preliminary  approval.  The  grant  calls  for  obtaining  radar,  first  aid  equipment  and  other 
highway  emergency  equipment,  as  well  as  increased  patrol.  This  highway  safety  project  will 
be  implemented  this  spring  if  the  article  providing  local  funding  is  passed  at  town  meeting. 

In  an  effort  to  control  and  hopefully  reduce  crime  in  Plainfield  your  police  department  will 
also  be  sponsoring  a  crime  prevention  program.  Emphasis  will  be  on  citizens  awareness, 
involvement  and  participation  in  crime  prevention.  With  everyone's  help  we  can  and  will 
control  crime  in  Plainfield. 

Due  to  changes  in  personnel  and  dispatching  services  during  1978  the  statistical 
information  on  police  department  activity  usually  provided  in  this  report  is  unavailable. 

Through  crime  prevention,  highway  patrol,  criminal  investigation,  accident 
investigation,  and  public  service  we  the  members  of  the  Plainfield  Police  Department  plan  to 
serve  you  in  the  best  way  possible.

Report  of  District  Forest  Fire  Chief 
and  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that 
is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and  local  community 
governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens  are  appointed  every 
three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in 
this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs 
incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and 
Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest 
fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  ourside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  permitted  only  after 
obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a 
jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

Report  of  Representative 
Sara  M.  Townsend  for  1978 

Inasmuch  as  there  was  only  a  "special  session"  (though  it  lasted  for  a  long  time  off  and 
on)  there  is  not  much  to  report  on  in  the  way  of  Legislation. 

My  concerns  have  been  primarily  in  the  field  of  occupational  and  professional  licensing, 
chairing  an  interim  committee  to  study  this  area.  We  have  found  a  chaotic  situation  with  the 
26  Boards  and  Commissions  which  "regulate"  the  trades  and  professions  in  N.H.  Without 
going  into  details  which  would  take  far  too  much  space,  suffice  it  to  say  that  these  boards 
which  have  the  statuatory  obligation  (granted  to  them  over  the  years,  and  usually  at  their  own 
request)  to  see  that  the  public  is  protected  from  incompetent  practitioners  in  each  profession 
have  had  little  or  no  Legislative  oversight  since  their  creation.  Moreover,  the  state  has 
consistently  taken  the  fees  and  used  them  in  no  minor  degree  as  a  source  of  state  revenue 
without  giving  the  boards  the  investigatory  personnel  to  enforce  the  laws,  the  staff  needed  to 
keep  records,  and  many  other  needed  administrative  aids.  Our  committee  is  recommending 
the  establishment  of  a  centralized  division  with  computerized  processing  of  licensing 
activities,  clerical  staff  for  board  meetings,  and  the  amazing  thing  is  that  there  is  much  more 
than  enough  revenue  from  fees  to  handle  this.  It  is  a  matter  of  bringing  this  activity  into  the 
20th  century! 

As  usual,  I  have  been  active  on  the  State  Council  on  Aging  as  the  representative  of  the 
400  member  House.  I  hope  that  we  may  soon  see  N.H.  acting  as  a  cooperator  with  the  Federal 
Goverment  rather  than  simply  a  passthrough  for  funds  from  Washington.  As  the  programs  for 
the  elderly  face  cuts  in  what  comes  back  to  N.H.  I  feel  we  must  contrive  to  pick  up  the  slack. 
Meals  on  Wheels,  senior  centers  and  health  and  transportation  have  meant  far  too  much  to 
our  senior  citizens  to  see  them  disappear  now. 
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I  am  proud  to  have  been  named  vice-chairman  of  the  Human  Resources  Committee  of  the 
National  Conference  of  State  Legislatures.  This  involves  several  trips  to  Washington  as  our 
job  is  to  set  policy  for  the  entire  NCSL  to  work  on  during  each  legislative  year.  One  focus  has 
been  on  having  Washington  become  aware  of  the  programs  which  are  mandated  for  states  to 
carry  out,  without  any  money  to  do  it.  Federal  intervention  and  regulation  has  been  overdone 
in  the  past,  and  we  state  legislators  are  vocal  with  Federal  agency  people.  They  listen,  too. 
This  is  thrilling  for  me. 

I  sincerely  thank  everyone  who  has  supported  me  in  the  past.  Please  continue  to  call  on 
me  when  I  can  be  helpful  in  any  way  connected  with  my  job  representing  you  in  Concord.

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1978  Report  of  the 
Plainfield  Conservation  Commission 

The  Commission  furthered  the  cause  of  Conservation  Education  by  awarding 
scholarships  to  Amy  Dupius  and  Doug  Gark  to  attend  the  Youth  Conservation  Camp  for  a 
week  at  Interlochen,  Hillsborough  Upper  Village,  N.H.  Through  the  Conservation  bulletin 
board  in  the  school  hall  we  try  to  keep  the  students  informed  and  aware  of  the  need  for  the 
practice  of  Conservation. 

The  Commission  sponsored  its  second  Annual  Clean-Up  Day.  It  was  slightly  more 
successful  than  last  year's  but  we  still  have  a  long  way  to  go.  Plans  are  being  considered  to 
declare  this  as  "Town  Day"  and  be  an  annual  event  with  most  of  the  Town  involved  in  the 
clean-up  and  other  activities. 

The  Commission  sponsored  a  program  of  Sunday  afternoon  walks  called  "Feet  First". 
These  walks  took  place  in  various  parts  of  the  Town.  We  had  a  small  turnout  but  those  that 
attended  enjoyed  their  walks  and  the  interesting  facts  of  that  particular  area  as  pointed  out  by 
the  walk  leaders. 

The  Commission  planted  a  ten  foot  Norway  Maple  at  the  Plainfield  Library  to  replace  the 
tree  that  had  to  be  taken  down. 

We  sponsored  "The  Stampede"  on  Thanksgiving  morning-  a  run  from  the  school  in 
Meriden  to  the  auction  gallery  in  Plainfield.  This  may  become  an  annual  event  for  anyone 
interested  in  running.  This  first  try  only  had  nine  participants  but  we  hope  for  more  in  the 
future. 

We  posted  notices  concerning  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Cornish  Recycling  Depot  on 
Route  120.  We  hope  that  the  Town  residents  will  make  use  of  this  worthwhile  facility. 

The  Commission  members  have  been  busy  cutting  the  brush  outlining  the  boundaries  of 
the  Conservation  Land  on  Columbus- Jordan  Road.  We  hope  that  some  of  our  residents  will 
enjoy  hiking  through  this  area.  We  are  still  most  interested  in  having  any  suggestions  on  how 
to  make  best  use  of  this  land. 

The  Commission  has  voted  to  present  a  Conservation  Award  to  a  local  resident  who  has 
observed  and  used  sound  conservation  practices  during  the  course  of  the  past  year.  This 
award  will  be  in  the  form  of  a  plaque  and  will  only  be  presented  in  any  year  that  there  is  a 
deserving  recipient. 

We  are  still  very  much  interested  in  working  on  Conservation  Agreements  with  any 
conservation  minded  landowners.  We  will  gladly  furnish  information  about  them  on  request. 

We  continue  to  review  dredge  and  fill  applications  and  offer  our  recommendations  if 
requested.

Library  use  is  increasing  despite  the  fact  that  book  circulation  figures  dropped  in  1977. 
This  year  we  are  averaging  520  books  per  month.  Library  sponsored  programs  have  been 
generally  well  attended.  There  have  been  13  story  hours;  a  new  addition  to  the  summer 
program,  entitled  Crafts  Caravan,  proved  to  be  very  successful.  Eight  volunteers  produced 
nine  craft  projects  for  as  many  as  18  children  per  week.  Our  monthly  film  programs  continue 
to  be  well  attended.  There  have  been  15  regular  film  programs.  We  also  sponsored  a  showing 
of  Walt  Disney's  "Shaggy  Dog."  The  Friends  of  the  Library  remained  active  in  planning  adult 
programs  for  the  town.  Their  2nd  annual  Corn  Roast  at  least  equalled  last  year's  fine 
attendance. 

The  many  gifts  to  the  library  this  year  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  Memorial  gifts 
were  received  in  the  names  of  Betty  Hurlburd,  William  Wildey,  Ruth  Rogers,  Robert  Barbour 
and  Guido  Rosa.  In  addition,  literally  hundreds  of  new  and  used  books  were  donated,  many  of 
which  were  added  to  our  collection.  The  remainder  was  sold  at  our  annual  booksale  which 
netted  $150  this  year.  Volunteers  ran  the  sale  for  several  Monday  evenings,  adding  more  to 
the  final  tally.  With  the  $250  gift  from  the  Meriden  Library  Association,  we  purchased  the 
1978  edition  of  the  World  Book  Encyclopedia. 

Volunteers  have  also  been  instrumental  in  providing  wonderful  exhibits  in  the  Howard 
Chellis  Display  Case.  This  year  we've  seen  Horses  displayed  by  Sue  LeVarn  and  Jill  Marsh, 
Valentine  Postcards  by  Sue  Timmons,  Easter  Eggs  by  Kay  MacLeay,  Miniature  Oil  Lamps 
from  Martha  Doolittle,  Cats  from  Mary  Cushing,  Baskets  by  Sue  Timmons  and  Barbara 
Soper,  and  a  4-H  display  designed  by  Bettyann  Dole.  Barbara  Soper  is  responsible  for  the  face 
lift  of  our  bathroom. 

Other  improvements  in  the  physical  aspects  of  the  building  were  completed  this  year. 
With  money  from  the  Meriden  Library  Association,  the  adult  fiction  and  non-fiction  shelves 
were  made  adjustable.  Lights  were  also  improved  in  the  back  hall. 

Peggy  Williamson  continues  to  attend  state  sponsored  library  courses  offered  at 
Plymouth.  She  is  currently  enrolled  in  the  5th  of  8  Public  Library  Techniques  courses  which 
upon  completion  will  make  her  a  certified  New  Hampshire  public  librarian.

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Study  Committee's  Report  on 
Housing  for  Elderly 

As  directed  by  the  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1978,  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  to  survey  the  future  housing  needs  of  the  elderly  of  the  town,  herewith  respectfully 
submits  its  report. 

The  committee  compiled  a  questionnaire  which  was  subsequently  taken  to  all  residents 
over  55  in  order  to  determine  when  and  if  needs  would  warrant  consideration  of  the  Federal 
programs  available  in  the  future. 

With  the  aid  of  volunteers,  260  questionnaires  were  circulated.  The  committee  was 
pleased  with  the  response,  number  227,  or  87.5%.  This  indicated  considerable  interest  by  the 
townspeople.  The  results  were  analyzed  and  a  brief  summary  showed  that  a  significant 
number  interested  in  entering  such  housing  will  come,  in  about  5  -  8  years.  Other  statistics  are 
available  from  the  office  of  the  selectmen. 

After  conferring  with  the  N.H.  Housing  Commission,  it  was  learned  that  there  are  several 
paths  which  might  be  pursued  for  funding  such  a  project:  the  commission  itself,  using  rent 
subsidies  following  completion,  the  Farmers  Home  Administration  or  HUD  or  a  private 
developer.  The  town  itself  could  submit  a  proposal,  or  another  non-profit  group  could  be 
formed  to  do  the  same.  In  each  case  the  steps  are  similar. 

1.  Non-Profit  Route: 

Community  leaders  or  a  group  of  interested  citizens  would  form  a  non-profit  housing 
corporation  and  proceed  to  obtain  a  "packager"  like  New  England  Non-Profit  Housing 
Development  Corporation  in  Concord  to  put  the  project  together  and  apply  to  either  the 
Commission  or  Farmers  Home  Administration  for  the  Section  8. 

2.  Profit  Route: 

Community  decides  what  it  wants  and  discusses  with  one  or  more  developers  its  interest. 
They,  in  turn,  do  the  entire  work  of  finding  a  site  and  develop  the  housing  through  the 
Commission  or  Farmers  Home  Administration. 

Most  important  is  the  community  decision  —  formal  or  informal  —  as  to  what  one  wishes 
in  the  form  of  housing,  its  location,  and  timing.  The  ongoing  administration  of  the  non-profit 
approach  can  be  worked  into  already  existing  municipal  service  capabilities  —  also  this  could 
be  done  for  the  "for-profit  developer."  Money  for  this  provided  right  in  the  ongoing  income  of 
the  project.  There  is  no  financial  commitment  of  any  type  —  direct  or  indirect  —  required  to 
develop  such  a  project,  or  operate,  as  far  as  the  town  is  concerned.  One  could  increase  the 
feasibility  of  the  project  by  having  the  town,  or  an  interested  party  or  individual  provide  a  site. 
This  would  help  in  assuring  cost  would  work  out  for  a  small  project. 

It  is  now  our  recommendation  that  further  details  be  explored,  such  as  the  time  frame, 
land  acquisition,  number  of  units  actually  required,  inspection  of  similar  existing  housing,  the 
total  investment  required  and  other  related  matters,  if  such  a  facility  were  to  be  located  in  this 
town. 

For  this  reason  the  present  committee  suggests  that  another  committee  (of  three)  be 
appointed,  said  committee  to  carry  on  the  work  with  the  foundation  and  material  already  in 
hand.  In  March,  1980,  we  may  be  able  to  vote  as  a  town  on  a  program. 

It  is  the  consensus  of  this  committee  that  the  need  and  the  desire  will  both  be  there,  for 
housing  for  Plainfield  elderly,  to  be  available  in  from  five  to  eight  years.  The  time  needed  to 
complete  such  a  transaction  through  construction,  is  lengthy;  the  momentum  established  by 
the  present  group  should  not  be  allowed  to  lag. 

We  are  grateful  to  those  who  gave  of  their  time  to  help  us,  and  we  also  thank  those  who 
helped  by  providing  the  necessary  information  sought.

Resolved  that  the  Meriden  Village  Water  District  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $15,690  to  defray  District  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  was  voted  in  the  affirmative 
and  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  3.  Resolved  that  the  District  accept  the  reports  of  the  District  officers  as  printed 
in  the  1977  Town  Report  subject  to  corrections  and  that  a  corrected  copy  be  placed  on  file.  It 
was  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  4.  Resolved  that  the  District  authorize  the  commissioners  to  borrow  funds  in 
anticipation  of  income.  It  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  5.  Resolved  that  the  quarterly  water  service  charges  for  Kimball  Union 
Academy  be  increased  from  $790.63  to  $1,200.00  effective  with  the  next  billing.  It  was  voted 
in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  6.  Resolved  that  the  Meriden  Village  Water  District  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  $20,000,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  plans  and  specifications  on  sewerage  and  sewage 
treatment  facilities  which  are  requirements  contained  in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control 
Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et.  seq.)  and  will  qualify  the  Meriden  Village  Water  District 
for  Federal  funds,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  not  to 
exceed  $20,000  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act 
(N.H.  R.S.A.  33.1  et  seq.,  as  amended)  and  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such 
other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such 
bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Meriden  Village  Water  District  and  to 
allow  the  Commissioners  to  expend  such  monies  as  become  available  from  the  Federal 
Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance  Program  of  the  Construction  Grants  section  of  the 
Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq).  It  was  voted  in  the 
affirmative  and  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  7.  Resolved  that  the  District  extend  a  vote  of  gratitude  to  Herman  Rogers  for 
his  two  years  service  to  the  District  as  treasurer.  After  applause  in  the  affirmative  it  was  so 
declared.

The  Meriden  Village  Water  District  served  the  community  and  Kimball  Union  Academy 
with  good  quality  and  quantity  water  this  past  year.  The  quantity  of  water  from  the  new  well 
system  was  adequate;  especially  during  the  dry  weather  this  summer.  Due  to  the  fact  that  no 
major  leaks  were  encountered,  maintenance  costs  were  low.  A  few  minor  leaks  were  repaired 
on  customer  lines. 

Phase  II,  Final  Design,  of  the  sewage  system  is  approximately  50%  complete,  with  final 
completion  anticipated  in  April  1979.  The  Final  Design  phase  consists  of  preparing  construc- 
tion plans  and  contract  specifications  for  the  wastewater  collection  and  treatment  system.  The 
contract  for  engineering  services  for  Phase  II  was  awarded  to  Dufresne- Henry  Engineering 
Corporation,  of  Springfield,  Vermont.  The  construction  phase  of  the  sewer  system  is 
anticipated  to  start  in  fiscal  year  1981.

At  a  legal  business  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  Plainfield 
qualified  to  vote  in  the  District  affairs,  Moderator  Jerome  B.  Doolittle  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  seven  thirty  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  March  7,  1978  at  the  Plainfield  School,  in  the 
village  of  Meriden,  in  said  Plainfield  with  the  following: 

In  the  death  of  Ruth  Rogers,  we  have  lost  a  faithful  servant  of 
the  School  District  and  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  small-town  ethic 
of  neighborliness  and  hard  work.  I'd  like  to  share  with  you  a 
memory  I'll  long  treasure.  This  last  Christmas,  I  was  out  carolling 
with  a  group  of  children.  When  we  got  to  the  neighborhood  of  the 
covered  bridge,  someone  suggested  that  we  go  to  Rogers' — even 
though  we'd  never  been  there  other  years.  We  went,  crowded  onto 
their  porch,  and  sang  more  lustily  than  we  had  all  evening.  Ruth  and 
Herm  came  out  and  Ruth  expressed  appreciation  for  the  gesture 
with  tears  in  her  eyes.  Then  nothing  must  do  but  she  had  to  go  in 
and  get  a  pan  of  fresh  fudge — and  then  a  second — to  treat  us  all.  I 
don't  know  who  she  made  the  fudge  for  (probably  her  grand- 
children!), but  there  was  a  lump  in  my  throat  as  I  trailed  the  kids  out 
into  the  starry  cold. 

The  following  was  offered  by  Rev.  Marion  Creeger: 

This  evening,  as  we  come  together  in  the  1978  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Plainfield  School  District,  for  the  first  time  in  sixteen  years  a 
familiar  face  is  missing  in  the  chair  of  the  District  Clerk.  It  is  that  of 
Ruth  Atwood  Rogers. 

It  is  fitting  that,  at  the  beginning  of  this  meeting  of  the  District, 
we  should  pause  in  grateful  remembrance  of  the  many  years  of 
faithful  and  meticulous  service  that  Ruth  has  given  all  of  us  on 
behalf  of  our  planning  and  administration  of  our  school  program  in 
the  Town  of  Plainfield.  In  addition  to  the  few  visible  hours  of  service 
Ruth  gave  in  the  Annual  Meetings  as  the  Recording  Secretary,  there 
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were  many  other  hours,  not  visible  in  public  meetings,  that  she 
gave,  both  in  preparation  for  the  Annual  Meetings  and  in 
maintaining  an  accurate  permanent  record  of  the  actions  taken  by 
the  District.  For  her,  it  was  clear  that  the  service  she  rendered  was 
much  more  than  just  a  duty  to  be  discharged  or  a  job  to  be  done;  for 
her,  it  was  a  labor  of  love.  So  tonight,  by  this  moment  of 
remembrance,  we  express  publicly  and  formally,  our  gratitude  to 
Ruth  for  the  skill,  the  faithfulness  and  the  devotion  with  which  she 
served  this  school  district  for  sixteen  years. 

As  I  thought  of  Ruth's  service  and  of  how  prone  we  all  are  to 
take  for  granted  the  kindnesses  and  helpfulness  of  so  many,  in  so 
many  ways,  in  a  community  like  this,  I  recalled  a  timely  reminder 
given  to  all  of  us  in  a  reflective  observation  that  Albert  Einstein  once 
put  into  writing  under  the  caption,  "We  Are  All  Debtors."  This 
observation  seems  to  me  to  be  an  appropriate  one  for  us  to  hear  and 
take  to  heart  in  this  moment  of  grateful  acknowledgment  of  our 
indebtedness  to  Ruth: 

"We  Are  All  Debtors,  Debtors  All 

"Strange  is  our  situation  here  upon  earth.  Each  of  us  comes  for 
a  short  visit,  not  knowing  why  yet  seeming  to  devine  a  purpose; 

"There  is  one  thing  we  do  know;  man  is  here  for  the  sake  of 
other  men — above  all,  for  those  upon  whose  well-being  our  own 
happiness  depends  .  .  .  and  for  the  countless  unknown  souls  with 
whose  fate  we  are  connected  by  a  bond  of  sympathy.  Many  times  a 
day  I  do  realize  how  much  my  own  outer  and  inner  life  is  built  upon 
the  labors  of  my  fellow  men,  both  living  and  dead,  and  how 
earnestly  I  must  exert  myself  in  order  to  give  in  return  as  much  as  I 
have  received.  My  peace  of  mind  is  often  troubled  by  the  depressing 
sense  that  I  have  borrowed  too  heavily  from  the  work  of  other  men." 

— Albert  Einstein 

A  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  body  approve  this  statement  as  expression  of 
its  sentiment  and  that  the  statement  be  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of  this  meeting. 

ARTICLE  I.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be  adopted. 
Resolved:  That  the  reports  of  officers,  agents  and  auditors  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the 
annual  School  Report.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by  the 
Moderator. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be  adopted. 
Resolved:  That  the  District  vote  to  raise,  appropriate,  and  expend  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to 
paint  the  exterior  of  the  Plainfield  School,  Bonner  Road,  Meriden.  The  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be 
adopted.  Resolved:  That  the  District  vote  to  raise,  appropriate  and  expend  the  sum  of 
$557,333.03  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  the  School  District  officials  and 
agents  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  said  District  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  and  federal  governments,  together  with  other  income,  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the 
Selectmen  the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  said  $557,333.03  being  composed  of  the 
Operating  Budget  of  $552,333.03  and  $5,000.00  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the  Plainfield  School, 
Bonner  Road,  Meriden. 

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be 
adopted.  Resolved:  That  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application  for,  to 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  District,  and  to  expend  for  the  purpose  intended,  any  or  all  grants  or 
other  funds  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government, 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  from  private  foundations,  trusts,  or  individuals. 

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by  the  Moderator. 
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ARTICLE  V.  The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Joan  Roeber,  Resolved:  That  the 
voters  of  the  Plainfield  School  District,  assembled  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting, 
recognize  Sandy  Stettenheim  for  her  hard  work  in  the  interest  of  the  children  of  Plainfield  both 
as  a  citizen  and  as  a  School  Board  member  and  further  express  our  thanks  to  Sandy  and  we 
hope  that  the  welfare  of  Plainfield's  children  will  continue  to  be  among  her  many  interests. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  by  order  of  the  moderator  at  8:02  P.M. 

The  election  of  School  District  Officials  took  place  at  the  same  time  as  the  election  of 
Town  Officials  on  Tuesday,  March  14, 1978,  at  the  Plainfield  School  in  the  village  of  Meriden 
in  said  Plainfield.

This  has  been  a  particularly  good  year  in  the  Plainfield  School.  Our  experienced  staff 
under  Steve  Beaupre 's  leadership  has  extended  our  classroom  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of 
handicapped  children  as  well  as  the  needs  of  our  regular  school  population.  We  can  be  proud 
of  the  success  of  our  efforts  to  educate  all  of  our  children. 
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This  year  has,  also,  focused  community  concerns  about  a  public  kindergarten.  Educa- 
tionally, a  kindergarten  program  in  the  Plainfield  School  is  necessary.  Economically,  you,  the 
voting  taxpayer,  must  decide  whether  we  can  afford  what  we  need.  It  is  my  hope  that 
extensive  discussion  will  take  place  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  prior  to  a  vote  on 
this  important  decision.

Principal's  Report 

With  the  gradual  enactment  of  federal  law,  P.L.  94-142,  legislation  dealing  with  the 
handicapped,  we  have  felt  changes  throughout  our  educational  system.  So  far,  about  20 
Plainfield  children  between  the  ages  of  2  and  21  have  been  defined  as  either  intellectually, 
emotionally  or  physically  handicapped.  Most  of  these  children  are  tuitioned  to  special  classes 
or  to  tutors  within  the  Lebanon-Hanover  area.  We  have  five  children  who  are  being 
mainstreamed  into  our  classrooms.  This  program  requires  special  personnel  to  implement, 
such  as  an  administrative  team,  professional  consultants,  a  Learning  Disabilities  Specialist, 
and  aides  to  work  with  some  of  these  individual  children.  Testing  and  transportation  are  also 
part  of  the  program,  resulting  in  a  considerable  cost  to  the  community. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  this  additional  help,  the  children  involved  will  have  a  better 
educational  future. 

Our  staff  changed  greatly  this  year,  We  are  fortunate  to  have  hired  personnel  who  have 
become  very  effective  members  of  our  teaching  unit. 

The  question  of  starting  a  public  kindergarten  has  been  and  will  be  discussed  further  at 
our  school  meeting  this  year.  The  social  and  academic  skills  acquired  in  kindergarten  greatly 
benefit  a  child  throughout  his  learning  years.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

This  year  a  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  with  the  immunization  survey  which  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  required.  I  want  to  thank  parents  for  their  cooperation  in  getting  the 
information  required  back  to  me  and  urge  tolerance  as  we  pursue  the  matter.  Without  being 
fully  immunized  against  Polio,  D.P.T.  (Diptheria,  Pertussis,  Tetanus),  Measles,  Ruella 
(German  Measles)  and  Mumps,  your  child  is  not  allowed  to  attend  school  in  this  state. 

Routine  physical  assessments  are  being  done  on  each  child  and  parents  notified  if  there  is 
a  problem.  Ear  infections  are  prevalent  in  the  lower  grades  and  cause  hearing  loss  which 
certainly  can  affect  learning  when  left  untreated. 

Parents  are  urged  to  keep  the  school  aware  of  their  places  of  work  and  to  be  sure  to  have 
phone  numbers  on  file  in  the  school  office.  Nothing  is  as  pathetic  as  a  sick  child  who  has  no 
one  to  take  him  home  and  care  for  him. 

Our  health  education  continues  at  the  same  level  but  with  a  first  aid  course  taught  by  Mr. 
Poor  and  Mrs.  Rand.  Hopefully,  the  seventh  and  eighth  graders  will  earn  their  Red  Cross 
certificate.  An  anti-smoking  program  has  been  put  on  by  the  Norris  Cotton  Cancer  Center  for 
the  middle  school. 

Our  aim  is  to  reach  the  children  by  an  education  and  hope  that  disease  prevention  and 
good  health  are  things  they  value  and  carry  throughout  life.
